his Kennel, by which he had. loſt at leaſt 30 Hounds, 
after they had been dipped in the Sea, and had taken the 
Pewter Medicine, with many others that are too often 
truſted to as 
then mad; For the two or three Days their 
Hair had ſtood erect like Briſtles; they carried 2 Tails 
as it were twiſted ; they barked with-a Kind uf Hoarſeneſs; 
their Mouths diſcharggd great Deal of Froth; they re- 
fuſed all Sorts of Food, eſpecially Fluids, and bit at every 
Thing that came near them, and on every Occaſion ſhewed 
al the Signs of the higheſt Degree of Madneſs. 

l adviſed the Gentleman to try what Effect the Turpeth 
Mineral would have upon them; upon which he gave each 
Hound twelve Grains of that Medicine in the Evening,

The Reaſons Which induced me by the Effects of 
Mercury in thisDiftemperwere'theſe.

Foam which ſeems to be replete with the Poiſon, it ap- 


peared to me that Nature, (or whatever it is which endeavours 
d expel out of the Body what is offenſive to the Animal 
Oeconomy, was wunde Al a Criſis by the Salivary Glands, 
but failed of that falutary End, becauſe the extreamly corro- 
five Salts inflaming the Fauces, Oeſophagus, and Stomach, 
produced a Gangrene before it could be accompliſhed. It 
ſeemed | therefore reaſonable! to believe that this Poiſon 
might paſs off without Miſchief, | provided it was di- 
lated with a greater Quantity of Saliva, which Mercury 
ſeldom fails to throw upon the Glands of the Fauces, &c. 
1 ſhall be in no Concern whether you think the follow- 
ing Hiſtory overturns this pats being however con · 
vinced by Experience, that Mercury, whether it falivates 
or not, will certainly cure this terrible Diſtemper. 
A young Man about eighteen, ſome few Months after I 
had made theſe Experiments on Dogs, was bit in the Hand 
bya ſtrange Dog which he never to be mad. The

It's obſervable that after taking theſe thans Boluſſes, the 
Scab on his Hand dropped off like an Eſchar ; the Wound 
ran a thick digeſted Matter, and eaſily healed. 1 
Theſe are all the Experiments l 9:24 wr an Opportunity 
of making, after the Poiſon had ſhewn itſelf by its Effects. 
It remains that I give you a few Inſtances of the Suc- 


ceſs of Mercury as a Preſervative. 
A Boy about ſeventeen, and a Dog, were bit at the ſame 
Four bya mad Fox, which laſt had ſome Time before been 
wy LY a mad Dog. The Boy for ſome little Time took 
h Mineral and Camphire as an Alterative, and re- 

mains well. The Dog died mad in ten Days. 
A Girt about fourteen had the Calf of her Leg fo torn by 


the Bite of a mad Dog, that the Surgeon with Difficulty 
prevented

prevented a Mortification. A great many Dogs were bit 
at the ſame Time by the ſame Dog. She took a Vomit of 
Turpeth Mineral, which was repeated three Days before 
the next New Moen, alſo the very Day of the New Moon. 
The Girl is perfectly well, and all the Dogs ran mad. 

"Whilſt I am writing this, another Inſtance occurs which

That Diſtemper which in Dogs and other Animals is 
ealled Madneſe, I look upon to be nothing more than a 
Fever, to which Carnivorous Brutes are peculiarly ſubject, 
and of which the Hydrophobia is a Symptom. Now when 
this Diſtemper is inoculated into any other Animals, 
not a to me wonderful that the ſame Symp» 
_ toms ſhould appear in the Animals it is rr l 
as in the Animal it was inoculated from.

| an. I am afraid ſometimes improperly, the Staggers, and

| Horſes ſaid to have the Staggers, have in reality been bit 
by a mad Dog: The Symptoms, according to Hegetius, 
are a great Diſtenſion of all the Veins, Inflammation of 
the Eyes, Sweats, Tremors, Grinding of the Teeth, Beat- 
ing [themſelves againſt the Wall, and ſoon! after direct 
Madneſs, + And theſe are exactly -the e with thoſe I 
have known attend the Staggers. _ 

I mention this, ; becauſe; I Would adviſe; every body, that 
ha a Horſe: Yeized in this Manner, to keep. him ſeparate 
from all others, and to give all that have Hons near him 
ſome Doſes of Turpeth Mineral, in Quantities proportional 
to the Size of | the Horſe, and afterwards to make them 
ſwim every Day in cold Water. 

That I may omit nothing which may Seni to ſet 
the Efficacy of Mercury againſt this'Sort of Madneſs in its 
true Light, I muſt confeſs J heard it was made uſe of once, 
laſt Year, without any Succeſs; but then it was uſed in ſuch 
pected from it.
